row morning, Saturday, February 8, I 
will take advantage of the assistance 
and protection offered this city by the 
national government and operate all 
essential enterprises.” 
The ultim atum brought the situation 
to a critical stage. The strike commit­ 
tee went into im m ediate session.

Second—That Senator King, repre­ 
senting San Bernardino, 
Inyo 
and 
Mono counties, and Senator Evans, 
representing Riverside, Orange and; 
Imperial counties, are ardently 
and 
irrevocably committed to the support 
of the Riverside Farm school project. 
Third—That assemblymen—certain­ 
ly those of Riverside and San Ber­ 
nardino counties, and almost certain­ 
ly those of the other counties of the 
two Senatorial districts represented 
respectively by Evans and King 
are 
committed to -.rte support 
of 
River, 
side’s Farm school bill. 
Fourth—That the only hope of se­ 
curing the support of the University 
of California people for—indeed, the 
only hope of avoiding 
their 
almost 
certainly fntal opposition to a Farm 


school in Southern California is to 
tie the proposition up to tho Citrus 
Experimental station at Riverside. 
Fifth—That the tract of land (300 
acres) proposed to be purchased for 
the proi>esed Farm school 
is 
good 
land, admirably located and reason­ 
able in price. 
Tile land lies between 
the lands of the Citrus Experiment 
station on the east and Hie city of 
Riverside on the west, adjoining both. 
At the 
Riverside 
meeting

stress was laid on the dry farming 
phase of the matter.

the establishing of a Farm school at 
Riverside was to 
provide

teaching of dry farming for the bene­

Crop Light, Prices High For 
Villa Park Orchards; 
Season Exceptional 


VILLA PARK, Feb. 7 —The sixth 
annual meeting of the Villa Park Orch­ 
ard Association was held Thursday, 
Feb. 6, 1919, at the association packing 
house. 
Mr. Girton and Mr. Thurston 
were appointed by president as a com­ 
mittee on proxies after ^hich carne 
the roll call. 
There being a quorum 
present, the meeting was able to go 
ahead and do business. 
The minutes 
of the fifth annual meeting were read 
and approved. 
A very satisfactory 
and 
enlightening 
talk 
by 
Willard 
Smith, president of the board of dir­ 
ectors, on the crop and market condi­ 
tions bf the past year, was enjoyed by 
all members present. 
Mr. Smith’s re­ 
marks showed this past year to be an 
exception, both in crops and prices. 
The crops were light and prices large. 
lie also pointed out that such a condi­ 
tion would not be apt to occur again 
soon, that, next year’s crop was ex- 
j ceptionally heavy and prices were ex- 
! peeled to he nearer normal. 
Follow- 
| ing Mr. Smith’s report was the audit­ 
or’s report, commenting highly on the 
'accuracy and neatness with which the 
j books had been handled during the 
'past, year- 
Following the auditor’s re- 
[ port came the report of the secretary 
j and treasurer, by Manager H. D. Nick- 
I ols, for the season of 1917 and 1918. 
Returns Largest Ever. 
Even though the crop of last year 


I was reduced greatly owing to the ex- 
! treme heat during last. June, the re- 
! turns were the largest since the or­ 
ganization of the association. 
In ninK- 
ing the change at the last annual meet­ 
ing of the fiscal year from the 31st of 
August to the 31st of December, the 
business of the four months interven­ 
ing was carried over into the follow­ 
ing year, giving sixteen months from 
August 31st, 1917, to Dee. Hist. 1918. in 
the fiscal year just closed. 
In order 
to make a fair comparison of gross re­ 
turns with the other vears it is neces­ 
sary to deduct the shipments and re­ 
turns of those four months from the 
total year’s business, which leaves a 
total 
of only 
19,118 parked boxes, 
which brought a return of $331,394.38, 
or an average of $1.37 per parked box 
for all fruit shipped during the year 
1918. 
The nearest approach to the re­ 
turns of this season i3 that of two 
years ago season of 1911-16—both as to 
g ro ss returns and rate ner box—when 
reM'rns were $246,851.82 from 92,672 
packed boxes or an average of $2.66 
| per box for tho year. 
The lighter* 
j year’s shipment previous in this year 
j is that of season 1913-14, tho first year 
i of the association, when 83.634 parked 
! boxes were .shipped as against the 19,- 
(118 boxes shipped during the twelve 
months just closed. 
First Bloom Valencias $6.03 Box. 
The average for the entire 1918 crop 
of first bloom Valencias is $6.03 per 
packed box or a little better than eight 
rents ner pound for all the regular 
crop Valencias received through the 
association. 
On account of an ad­ 
vance in price of 25 per cent or more 
on all materials, the raise In price of 
labor and the smaller number of box­ 
es to bear tho overhead expense, it 
was found necessary to raise the op­ 
eration retain. 
This was increased 
from 42 cents to IO cents per packed 
box. 
The cost of operation for the 
fiscal 
year 
including 
the

months was $33,303.42 or 33.44 cents 
per box. 
The administrative expense 
was $6,664.11 or 6.74 cents per box 
The amount charged for depreciation

H e is the original old French 
p o litic a l w ar horse, and the clash of 
cOaabat is pleasant to his ear. 
Moor, a t th e age of 77, he is fighting 
as bravely and gloriously for the 
rights (rf the French people as though 
he were a young soldier entering his 
first battle. 
Like all strong men. he has made 
fast friends and bitter enemies.

W hen the cession of Al­ 
sace-Lorraine was proposed he roared 
with indignation and refused to sign 
the treaty, declaring, “Men cannot be 
bought as slaves in Africa, nor sold as 
serfs in Russia, nor delivered like cat­ 
tle into the hands of Bismarck.”

risk he stuck to his point, though he 
lost it, and with it much of his prest­ 
ige. 
H e has lived to see everything 
whose signing away he protested re­ 
turned to France, and returned on ex-

FIFTEEN BILLIONS SAVED 


If a penny saved is a penny earned, 
so is a billion dollars. 
The American 
people, then, have just made fifteen 
billions. 
T hat is the amount voted 
back into the treasury by congress out 
of the $36,700,000,000 appropriated last 
year for w ar expenses. 
It represents 
a saving made possible by the cessa­ 
tion of hostilities far earlier than was 
expected. 
If this sum as a whole means little, 
it is worth reducing to understandable 
terms. 
There are roughly 100,000,000 
people in the country who have to help 
pay for the war, directly or indirectly. 
Thus, 
$15,000,000,000 
means 
$150 
apiece for every man, woman and 
child in America. 
Counting five to a 
family, it m eans th at the average 
American family saved, right off, $750 
by the signing of the arm istice last 
November. 
This does not represent the entire 
saving, by any means. 
If the war had 
continued, as most of us expected, un­ 
til near the end of this year, there 
would have been many billions more 
to pay, over and above the appropria­ 
tions that are still to be made for 
winding things up. 
There is the fur­ 
ther saving involved in lower prices 
from now on than would have pre­ 
vailed during the prolongation period. 
One thousand dollars per family would 
actly the same ground that he was 
laughed out of power for m aintaining j hardly cover the total saving.

Within the next two or three months 
the American 
Red 
Cross may an­ 
nounce a new policy in regard to local 
charities, and if 
a 
movement that 
seems to have sprung up all over the 
country goes forward it is more than 
likely that an effort will be made all 
over the country to secure a co-opera­ 
tion of all local charities with the Red 
Cross or a centralization of all local 
charities in the Red Cross. 
Word to this effect was given to the 
board of directors of Santa Ana Chap­ 
ter, American Red Cross, at its month­ 
ly meeting yesterday. 
Just what the future policy of the 
Red Cross along those lines will be 
cannot be told at this time. Division 
and national conferences are to he 
held soon, and from them the recon­ 
struction of Red Cross activities at 
home, following peace, 
may 
bring 
about a number of changes. 
Hitherto the Red Cross has taken 
part in local affairs only in times of 
emergency, in catastrophes, big fires, 
floods and pestilence. During the war 
its Home Service section sprang up to 
take care of the families of soldiers 
and sailors, and in that way its work 
became local. That work is now great­ 
er than it has been at any time hith­ 
erto, as shown by the report of Mrs. 
Susie Rutherford, 
secretary 
of the 
Home Service section here, ig com­ 
mon with reports from all chapters. 
The division headquarters in San 
Francisco has asked an 
expression 
from the home service sections to de­ 
termine whether or not there is a gen­ 
eral feeling over the country that all 
local charities should be centered in 
the Red Cross. 
The m atter was dis 
cussed yesterday, and will be pre­ 
sented to the directors of the Social 
Service League at its next meeting. 
There is a feeling that the question is 
one that Should be answered by the 
local charities rather than by the Red 
Cross, for the local charities in any of 
the cities may see no need—and there 
may be no need—of changing the pres­ 
ent system of operation. 
Up to Committee 
That It may be advisable for the 
Santa Ana Red Cross to give up its 
headquarters was discussed yesterday. 
Division headquarters has asked the 
chapters to mark time for the next 
two or three months until the future 
policies of the Red Cross for home 
work are worked out. W here rent is 
being paid and it appears advisable to 
close headquarters, chapters may do 
so. With most of the departmental 
work carried on at headquarters here 
now over with, it may be decided to 
move from the Armory.

Inefficiency of Heathenism Is 
Shown In Flood, Famine 
and Pestilence 


That the medical missionaries in 
China have done a wonderful work and 
that there is a wonderful field for fu­ 
ture work by them were two of the 
points emphasized in a deeply inter­ 
esting address given at the First 
Christian Church last night by Dr. W. 
E. Macklin, a physician who has been 
in China for thirty years and who has 
had a wide influence in affairs of state. 
Dr. Macklin drew a striking picture 
of the floods, famines and pestilences 
that ravage the people of China. Ig­ 
norance and failure to use engineering 
methods have allowed the floods to ex­ 
ist for 4,000 years. 
For all those cen­ 
turies it has been the same old story. 
“The trees have been cut from the 
mountains,” said he, “and flood waters 
rush down the great valleys. 
The 
mouths of the rivers are closed with 
silt and floods cover vast areas, de­ 
stroying crops. With crops destroyed 
comes famine, and after famine pesti­ 
lence. 
Heathenism Inefficient. 
“The absolute inefficiency of hea­ 
thenism 
is 
most 
marked. 
Those 
things have been going on for ages 
and China did nothing. 
There is graft 
in nearly everything. I went with an 
American engineer, and we had per­ 
suaded the government to expend $25.- 
000,000 for the control of the flood 
when the war came on, and that pro­ 
ject has now gone over until things 
settle down. That engineering pro­ 
ject will in the end solve the flood and 
famine question. 
“China is a country in which great 
disease epidemics rage. They are due 
to the way of living anc the ignorance 
of the people. Take the city of Nan­ 
kin, where I was at the head of the 
Christian hospital. It had no drain­ 
age. There was a ditch down the 
street, bricked and covered over, into 
which everything flowed. 
But it did 
not drain away. It was nothing but a 
surface cesspool. 
“The drinking water is poor, and dis­ 
eases would be worse than they are if 
It were not that the Chinese are great 
tea drinkers and most of the liquid 
they drink is boiled before they drink 
it. 
They bath, wash clothes and 
drink from the same pool. 
Flies 
swarm everywhere. 
Ignorant of Sanitation. 
“They know nothing about sanita­ 
tion, Moaquitos are a nuisance and a 
menace everywhere. Great numbers 
of Chinese die of malaria. They have 
a malignant malaria in which the pa­ 
tient sinks quickly into a stupor. It is 
a terrible thing, but unnecessary, and 
in our hospital we cured hundreds o! 
those cases. 
“The worst pestilences are typhus 
fever and relapsing fever. The latter 
fever comes and goes and where not 
cared for the fatality is high. 
The 
people are afflicted 
with numerous 
skin diseases. 
They know nothing 
about surgery, not even enough to 
open an abscess. 
They die like flies 
from the plague, which is spread by 
fleas from rats. 
In northern/ China 
the bubonic plague wipes out whole 
cities. It is a disease from which no 
one ever recovers. The mask is an 
absolute prevention, 
and where we 
have been able to teach the people to 
wear the mask the plague is soon con­ 
trolled. 
“It will take another great epidemic 
or two to prove to the people that the 
mask is an absolute prevention. 
In 
former days nurses and doctors died 
everywhere. Now In those epidemics 
our nurses and doctors go into those 
epidemics and none of them who ob­ 
serve the rules of the mask dies. How­ 
ever, the people are so ignorant and 
so careless that the stamping out of 
an epidemic is still almost impossible. 
But it can be controlled. It doesn’t 
travel around like influenza, with 
which some patients keep on moving 
around. 
When one gets the bubonic 
plague he is down and can’t travel, 
and so can be completely isolated. 
Ignorant of Science. 
“The Chinese know nothing of the 
science of medicine. 
They have a 
philosophy of medicine. 
They make 
no attem pt at isolation. It is no un­ 
common thing to see a woman go into 
a store carrying her baby who is cov­ 
ered with smallpox. She will probab­ 
ly place the baby on the counter while 
she makes her purchases. 
“There is great need of propaganda. 
I am, helping in running a series of 
public health articles in the papers of 
China- 
There is a great work for the 
hospitals and doctor* among the help­ 
less people of China. In Nankin we 
have gained the confidence of the peo­ 
ple. 
Our work in the hospital, where 
during the revolution we treated hund­ 
reds of wounded men and where thous­ 
ands of natives were cared for in 
neace times, has opened the way. 
Many of our patients have become 
Christians. I am convinced that the 
medical missionaries do the very best 
missionary work. There are over IOO 
hospitals 
in 
China now. 
Largely 
through them early prejudices are 
broken, abd the country is now open 
to the preaching of the gospel as it 
never was before." 
Dr. Macklin detailed his experiences 
in the siege of Nankin, and it was 
through him that the looting of the 
town was slopped. 
Dr. 
Macklin was introduced last 
night by Rev. Lloyd Darsie of the 
First Christian Cfi aren anc by C. C. 
Chapman of Fullerton, at whose home 
Dr- and Hrs. Macklin are visiting.

Carry Out Construction Plans 
Advises Prof. Harold G. 
Moulton to America 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
7. — “Every 
American city ought to engage upon 
extensive construction projects 
dur­ 
ing the coming months.” 
That’* the advice to American mu­ 
nicipalities from 
Prof. 
Harold 
G. 
Moulton, student of business and la­ 
bor conditions. 
“It is possible.” he said, “that one, 
or all of these result* may come dur­ 
ing the next two or three years: 
“There may be a substantial reduc­ 
tion in the total output of industry— 
a t a time when there is greater need 
than ever before for increased 
pro­ 
duction. 
“There may be a serious reduction 
in the rate of wages before there is a 
corresponding fall in the cost of liv­ 
ing; 
“There may be a large volume of 
unemployment, serious privation for 
millions of people and an unparalleled 
burden placed upon our charitable in­ 
stitutions; 
“There may be an outbreak of In­ 
dustrial warfare such ae this country 
has not known in decades ” 
And this is how 
Moulton 
would 
guard against hunger, want and un­ 
employment in America: 
“Buffen employment may be provid­ 
ed by quasi-public enterprise, by the 
federal 
government, 
state govern­ 
ments and municipalities, ami by each 
of them separately or by all of them 


under a co-ordinated policy.” 
Moulton sees little immediate hope 
in the railroads, believing that they ; 
will do little construction work until 
they have been unscrambled, which j 
may take a year or more. 
He has little hope of 
the federal 
government doing much, oilier than 
Lane's farms-for-soldiers project. 
“The American cities 
afford 
the 
best opportunities for extensive re­ 
construction projects,” he said. “Many 
building projects were postponed dur­ 
ing the war, in 
consequence of the 
shortage of labor and building m ate-' 
rials, and many of the cities now have 
funds in hand and are prepared to be­ 
gin at once the delayed construction 
operations. 
“Data I have gathered from 13 typ­ 
ical 
western 
cities 
show 
expendi­ 
tures of $27,000 OOO which will be made 
in the near future. 
It is estimated 
that 48 per cent of this will go for 
labor. 
“During the 
years 
1917-18 
about 
$300,000,000 of such work was 
post­ 
poned; mainly in the cities and states. 
If, in this year, we should spend this 
$300,000,000, plus the $600,000,'OOO nor­ 
mally devoted to new 
construction, 
and add to that another $300,000,000 
as an insurance for the 
emergency. 
we would be able to employ on public 
works, 
during 
1919, about 400,000 
men.”

URGES SEN. CHIDER 


“Construction is an essential Indus­ 
try and. therefore, a prerequisite to all 
norm al 
business development,” 
de­ 
clared Senator W illiam A. Calder, of 
New York, in an address before the 
recent meeting of the National Feder­ 
ation of Construction 
Industries 
at 
Atlantic City. 
The increasing shortage of buildings 
of all types, he pointed out, 
consti­ 
tutes a potential demand for construc­ 
tion. 
Such adverse conditions as the 
cost of labor and 
m aterials and the 
timidity of investm ent capital are off­ 
set, he believed, by the necessity for 
immediate housing for a large per­ 
centage of the population who are suf­ 
fering not only by the high cost of 
•jibing Induced bv the building short- 


age but also in efficiency and morale, 
and by the encouragem ent which the 
governm ent is giving building. 
Government construction, however, 
the Senator said, alone can constitute 
but a small portion of norm al build­ 
ing and will not bring the industry 
back to its usual position in the life of 
the community. 
It is necessary, he 
asserted, to encourage private 
build­ 
ing, which, as 
rapidly 
as possible, 
shall take over surplus labor and ma­ 
terial and establish the industry on a 
sound economic basis. 
Senator Calder 
declared 
that 
at 
present there is little or no shortage 
of labor, and he warned his hearers 
th at the country will remain in a state 
of arrested development 
unless 
the 
building industry not 
only 
resum es 
norm al activity but also in the next 
two or three years produces an addi­ 
tional am ount of construction equal to 
th at which has been deferred during 
the war.
